THE LEAGUE BOARD DIRECTORS HOLDS 
FALL BOARD MEETING 


October 1930 


Mr. Carstens, Executive Director the League, 
reported the Board staff activities follows: 


“Much the time the Executive Director has 
inevitably been given the work the White House 
Conference Child Health and Protection, either 
the League’s office, committee meetings Wash- 
ington, New York Boston. 

the Conference reports will worthy study, 
but desire call your attention especially the re- 
ports Committees C-1 and C-2 Section IV, 
the preparation which many members the League 
have contributed. There are included these reports 
notable findings that should have large influence upon 
the child welfare work the country and upon the 
development the League.

The most 
important these are the Milwaukee community sur- 
vey children’s work, the Baltimore survey group 
children’s agencies and institutions, the study 
deficiencies Cleveland’s child welfare program, 
study for the Rosenwald Fund the North Carolina 
institutions for Negroes, study the work the 
Alabama Child Welfare Department for the Alabama 
Child Welfare Commission, which the governing 
Board, and study the Methodist institution 
Williamsville, New York.

The Committee Education and Training recom- 
mended the approval League participation the 
proposed series Institutes for institution workers 
held next spring North and South Carolina and 
Georgia. Participation these Institutes will render 
service eight member agencies. The manual for 
cottage mothers process preparation the 
League will ready for use these meetings. 

The Committee also recommended that inquiry 
made the standards and facilities available for the 
education and training children’s workers from four 
sources, namely, children’s agencies, the School Social 
Work, the National Association Schools Social 
Work and the American Association Social Workers.

was kept maternity home with her colored baby 
for much longer than the usual time, with thinking 
ahead adjustment the community, has gone 
through years bitter misery because she could neither 
accept having her child with her nor bear give her up.

The maternity home worker should bear mind that 
plan for foster care cannot made hastily, and should 
enlist early possible the cooperation the chil- 
dren’s agency.

THE PLACE THE MATERNITY HOME 
CHILD CARE PROGRAM

The first approach maternity home care the 
mother. There has been much the pos- 
sible values and dangers her this method group 
care, and her need individual treatment in- 
stitutional life. The maternity home which realizes its 
responsibility for providing something more than few 
months’ shelter has emphasized the possibilities for 
constructive training and vocational guidance for the 
young mother. Many maternity homes have built 
satisfactory physical arrangements for the babies and 
are giving them good start under careful medical 
supervision. 

The practice varies when the time comes for the 
mother and baby leave the home, and frequently 
the emphasis changes. The maternity home, having 
been primarily concerned with the mother’s adjustment, 
now thinks its responsibility terms plan for the 
baby. foster care needed and can arranged 
through children’s agency, the maternity home often 
withdraws completely. other instances the matern- 
ity home feels continuing responsibility for the 
mother, and sometimes makes permanent plan for the 
baby. any case, the maternity home has face 
some time the question its responsibility for the 
baby—not the indirect relationship through the 
mother, but directly, when the baby’s future 
separate personality has considered. the plan 
involves foster care for the baby there another de- 
cision made how the plan carried out. 
state two phases the problem their simplest 
terms—should maternity home child placement, 
either for boarding care for adoption—and what 
should the working arrangement between the ma- 
ternity home and the child-care agencies the com- 
munity. 

Naturally one answer will fit every community 
and situation. Much will depend available social 
resources. However, have learned from other ex- 
periences that policies should not determined solely 
existing conditions. refusal undertake job 


for which organization not fitted may result the 
provision more adequate resources. 

What are the specialized aspects foster care for 
children? After number years experience and 
experimenting, foster family agencies with the widest 
possible divergence methods have agreed two 
essentials insure good care. The thorough 
and unbiased inquiry covering the-child’s family back- 
grounds, its personality, and the foster family which 
placed. The other continuing and constructive 
supervision the child the foster family. Both 
these factors imply the service trained social worker 
who making this her main job rather than side 
issue. 

Maternity homes are recognizing more and more the 
advisability having experienced and qualified social 
workers integral part their staff and the neces- 
sity thus effecting the adjustment the unmarried 
mother, whether she still within the home the 
community outside. But few them can afford 
have one worker specializing child placement. This 
would not necessarily good thing they could ar- 
range it. The number babies from the maternity 
home average size—for maternity homes cannot suc- 
cessfully operate large scale—who need foster care 
any one time will comparatively small. many 
instances one very necessary step for the mother 
making good adjustment comes breaking away 
from the protection the maternity home and making 
outside contacts. the maternity home were 
child placement job, there added the danger ad- 
vertising the community the child’s particular handi- 
cap, less likely when the child under the care 
general children’s agency. The diversified and de- 
veloping problems the growing child take him farther 
away from the specialized interests the maternity 
home. All these factors militate against the successful 
combination maternity home and child placement 
organization. permanent plan, the case 
adoption, where supervision will eventually cease, 
all the more important that the original work 
done most carefully and the most experienced group 
possible. 

developing working relationship between ma- 
ternity home and foster family agency, the most 
important thing seems the need for early planning 
together. The maternity home has opportunity 
touch the beginning the lives many children who 
are going become dependent, for whom depend- 
ency may prevented careful work done the 
right time. The maternity home worker who keeps 
mind the future while dealing with the present will 
lay the foundation for future work. The converse
